COMMENT ON THE SITUATION. 

The Verdun region and Southern 
Tyrol continue the theaters where 
the most sanguinary battles are tak- 
ing place. While the Italians are 
holding back the Austrians from 
further advances and inflicting heavy 
losses on them in counter-aftacks in 
Tyrol, their German allies have been 
able to make another gain in the 
capture of about 300 meters of 
French trenches northwest of the 
village of Cumieres on the left bank 
of the Meuse near Verdun. In Tyro} 
the Austrians ip the Lagarina Valley 
and south of the Posina torrent 
have made heavy assaults against the 
Italian positions but the Italians re-' 
pulsed the attackers with consider- 
able losses. On the Asiago plateau 
the men of the two batteries which 
were surrounded on Monte Mosciag 
by the Austrians were relieved by 
an Italian regiment and their guns 
brought safely away.

“Im the passing of James J, Hill 
the greatest constructive genius of 
the Northwest is gone. He was 
acknowledged as its foremost rail- 
road-bulider and business man. 

“He was ever greatly interested in 
agriculture, art and education. The 
loss which this city, State and na- 
tion have sustained through his 
death cannot be 

Mr. Hill's last public 
Were gifts for the advancement of 
education, in which he was deeply 
interested throughout the iatter 
years of his life. 

One of his most important dona- 
ons Was a $50,000 gift to the Col- 
lege of Puget Sound at Tacoma, 
Wash., made shortly before the be- 
inning of his last iliness. Another 
vest of $25,000 was promised 
Marquette University at Milwaukee 
at the same time. 

His gift to the Tacoma institution 
was regarded as being of great im- 
portance. For many years almost 
a feud existed between Tacoma and 
the Hill interests. The Hill steam- 
ers never were permitted to enter 
the port and it was only a few years 
a that the Great Northern l- 
way extended its lines to Tacoma. 

Mr. Hill was credited in the early 
days with having eaid that he would 
see the grass grow in the main 


run his trains there. 

The ill feeling started in the early 
days of railway construction in the 
West, when Tacoma, having been 
chosen as the western terminal of 
the Northern Pacific, showed its 
courtesies to that road 


as an indication that Mr. Hill was 
willing to forget the earlier fued. 

Mr. Hill's wealth is estimated all 
the way from $100,000,000 to $500.- 
000,000. He was probably worth 
between $200,000,000 and $250,000,- 


An estimate of Mr. Hill's wealth 
was furnished when at the opening 
of the European war he called his 
bankers together and displayed a 
mass of his securities. More than 
$100,000,000 was said to have been 
in the boxes he laid before his bank- 


ers. 

“There should be no _ trouble,” 
said Mr. Hill, “but if there is, this 
amount is at your disposal.” 

The First National Bank then 
borrowed from Mr. Hill. $10,000,000 
worth of Great Northern Ratlroad 
bonds. These were placed with the 


ani $6,000,000 worth of emergency

“Mr. Hill was a game fighter,” 
said Dr. James Glifillan of St. Paul.

SKETCH OF CAREER 
OF JAMES J. HILL 


He Discovered the “Breadbasket of the World,” Ac- 
cording to the Estimate of the Friends Who Knew Him 
‘ Best—Born in Ontario He Left Canada at an Early 
Date to Find His True Position in the United States. 


T. PAUL (Minn.) May 29.— 
S James J. Hill discovered “the 
breadbasket of the worli” in 
the great Northwest; he lea in its 
development from a wilderness into 
what now comprises six wealthy 
States dotted with 400,000 farma, 
and he biased a trail for transpor- 
tation which reached eventually 
from Buffalo, to Asia, with a total 
mileage of rail and steamship fa- 
cilities that would nearly girdle the 
earth. 


That but roughly spans the story 
of his achievement. 

Near Guelph, in Ontario, where 
James (Jerome) Hill wag born in 
1838, the son of an Irish-Canadian 
farmer, who died when the boy was 
15, there stands a tree stump la- 
beled: “The last tree chopped by 
James J. Hilti.” 

It marked the lad's resolution to 
go to the United States. He had 
been prompted by an odd incident, 
According to the story that is toid 
a& etrange traveler had stopped at 
the Hill farm to take dinner, and 
left his horse at the gate. Young 
Hill saw the animal was tired and 
he carried it a pail of water. The 
stranger was pleased with the lad’s 
thoughtfulness, and as he drove off 
he tossed him a newspaper from 
the United States, and called out 
gravely: 


“Go there, young man. That coun- 
try needs youngsters of your spirit.” 
Hill read the paper carefully. It 
contained glowing accounts of op- 
portunities in the States. He re- 
‘solved to investigate for himself. It 
was the next mo that he 
chopped his last tree.

In the fifteen years that followed 
he.seized every opportunity to 
study the whole problem of river 
transportation. He gathered no end 
of experience and a little capital, 
with which he launched his own 
firm of Hill, Griss & Co., which 
promptly displayed its initiative by 
bringing the first load of coal that 
had ever been seen in that section 
into St. Paul. Two years later, with 
a flat-bottomed steamer, he estab~- 
the first regular communica- 
tion with St. Paul and the Mani- 
toba ports of the fertile Red River 
Valley. 

At about that time St. Paul was 
having its first experiment in. rail- 
road building. Eighty miles had’ been 
laid to St. Cloud, 316 miles to Breck- 
enridge, both of which terminals 
were at the southern end of. th 
Red River Valley, and there were.

EYES ON THE ORIENT. 


But at the Pacific tidewater he 
was not satisfied, for he saw in the 
Orient ctill further opportunities. He 
organized a fleet of Pacific steam- 
ships for the commercial invasion 
of Japan and China. Japan at the 
time wanted steel rafis, but pro- 
posed getting them from England, 
as the rates were less. It is re- 
lated that when John W. Gates, the 
steel magnate of Chicago, came to 
Hill with the proposition of getting 
American rails to Japan, the latter 
replied: 

“T will make you a rate of $8 a 
ton from Chicago or Pittsburgh to 
Yokohama. If that is too much, I 
will carry {it for the axle grease used 
on the locomotives and freight cars: 
and if you can’t stand that, I will 
earry your freight for nothing.” 

At the $8 rate named, the Ameri- 
can manufacturer was enabled to 
secure the Japanese contract. 

The same tactics were adopted in 
getting American wheat and flour 
into Japan and China, where rice 
was the staple food. 

His faith in the Far East was re- 
warded as Ifberally as that in the 
Northwest. It is estimated that the 
Pacific fleet now carrieg nearly $59,- 
600.000 worth of products to the 
Orient every year. 

While Mr. Hill built up for him- 
self and his associates an immense 
fortune, he also helped to create for 
the settlers along his times a wealth

He was the chief 
promoter and president of the 
Northern Securities Company, or- 
ganized with a purpose to bring the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
under one ownership, to which such

HOW HILL’S DEATH 


(BY A P. DAY 
NEW YORK, May 29.—The news 
of the death of the man who for 
two generations has been a dom- 
inant personality in the financial 
community was received in Wall 
street today with many expressions 
of sorrow and a feeling of almost 
Personal loss, for James J. Hill had 
not only many intimate friends 
among foremost financiers, but was 
figure with Wall-street 

The financier’s death did not 
Cause the slightest disturbance in 
the stock market. The Hill stocks, 
Great Northern and Northern Pa- 
elfic, were virtually inactive. They 
were heavy at the opening, prior to 
the announcement of his death, 
Northern Pacific being off a point 
and Great Northern a fraction, but 
recovered later. 

Mr. Hill was famous in the finan- 
clal community for his quaint hu- 
mor and his conservative, though 
views of general condi- 
tions throughout the country, which 
were almost invariably sought every 
time he visited “the street.” 

1 officials of the Hill roads, 
including Willtam P. Clough, chair- 
man of the Northern Pacific Rall- 
read, and EB. T. Nichols, vice-presi- 
dent of the Great Northern Rail- 
road, are expected to leave town 
today to attend the funeral. It is 
also likely that representatives of 
the banking houses of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., Kuhn, Loeb & Co., the First 
National Bank, Chase National Bank 
and City National Bank, with all of 
which Mr. Hill had. close persénal 
and financial connections, will at- 
tend the funeral. 

“One of the strongest men .of his 
generation,” was the characteriza- 
tion by J. P. Morgan of Mr. Hill. 

“Mr. Hill's death is a very great 
loss to the country,” sald Mr. Mor- 
gan. “He helped more than any 
other man fn the development of the 
great recions tn the Northwest. He 
commanded the respect and admira- 
tion of all for his great construc- 
tive and executive ability and fine 
integrity of character, which made 
him one of the strongest men of his 
generation. His friendship and 
kindness to my father and myself 
through many years makes me feel 
his loss particularly keenly.” | 

R. 8S. Lovett, chairman of the 
Tinton Pacific, declared that James 
J, Hill was one of the greatest men 
of the age. “He was the last of a 
marvelous group of rallroad bufld- 


ers whose service to the country will 


not be fully appreciated for years 
to come,” he said. 

Julinse Kruttechnitt, chairman of 
the Southern Pacific, said: 

“Mr, Hill was looked up to by all 
rafiroad men tn America as a man 
of most transcendent ability and 
power. In pointing out, as he did, 
so simply and clearly, both by pre- 
cept and example, that the secret of 
successful rafiroad operation is good 
car and train loading, he pl 
every operating officer under a sense 
of personal obligation.” 

EE. T. Jeffery, chairman of the 
board of the Denver and Rio Grande 
Railroad, said: 

“Tt is thirty-five vears since I first 
met Mre Hill. Dvuring all that time 
T have regarded him as a capable 
and straightforward man.. The great 
Northwestern railway system stands 
today aS a monument to his confi- 
dence in the Northwest.” 

W. P. Clough, chairman of_ the 
Northern Pacific, sald: 

“T was intimately associated with 
Mr. Hill for almost thirty years, and 
in all that time and during the ut- 
most stress of business contention his 
conduct was characterized by rec- 
titude.”

Will Taft and Root and 
Choate and the 100 Boston lawyers who 
have branded Brandeis as “unfit” for the 
Supreme Court bench recall that opinion 
becatlse our steamed contemporary insists 
that® Brandeis is a persecuted saint and a 
lawyer so able that he had a right when 
employed by a plaintiff to also obtain a fee 
from the defendant? 

The issue was fairly made in California 
between the twenty-six Progressives—-mas-

they were soldiers who acted under the or 
ders of a superior officer, and as prisoners of 
war are not subject -to trial and punishment 
by a civil court. This claim as first put for 
ward, recently, by a man of character and 
intelligence and a retired officer of the Reg- 
ular Army, was presented with an accom- 
panying argument marked by no little plau- 
sibility, but has been found, upon more ma- 
ture consideration and the careful consult- 
sound. 

The State Department at Washington 
very properly refused to entertain an appli- 


cation for interference with the sentence - 


of the New Mexican court. It replied to 
the petitioner as follows: 

_ “Your apparent assumptions as to the 
status of Villa and his band at the time of 
the raid on Columbus are erroneous, in that 
you seem to consider that Villa was at that 
time at the head of an army recognized as 
such by the United States government. As 
a matter of fact, this government, for some 
time prior to this raid, had considered Villa 
and his followers as bandits, and there was 
abundant support for this view of the case 
in the many outrages committed by these 
men against American citizens in Mexico, 
the most flagrant of which was the murder 
in cold blood, and for no other reason than 
their nationality, of seventeen American 
citizens at Santa Isabel.” 

In the absence of a state of war between 
the United States and Mexico, if the Colum- 
bus killings had been perpetrated by sol- 
diers of Carranza, acting under orders from 
a Carranza officer, it would have made no 
difference in their legal status. Even those 
soldiers who did not actively participate in 
the murders, but were present aiding and 
encouraging the murderers, would have been 
considered—as the Villa bandits were con- 
sidered—under the laws of New Mexico ac- 


cessories before the fact, and as such lia-~ 
ble to trial and punishment as principals. 


If a band of a dozen highwaymen stop a 
stage and a passenger who resists is killed

principal of murder. 


Another claim made in behalf of .those 
convicted and sentenced to be executed by 
the Deming court ig that they were cap 
tured by American soldiers on Mexican soil, 
where they retreated after. sie Columbus 
tragedy and w | 
brought into New Mexico by their captors. 

There is nothing whatever. in this plea. 
It was held by thé Sapreme Court of Illi- 
nois in the case of Ker vs..People, 119 Ill. 
627, that a court trying a person for a 
crime committed within its jurisdiction will 
not investigate the manner. of his capture 
in case he has fled to a foreign courtry and 
has been brought back into the jurisdiction 
of the court, although his capture has been 
plainly without authority of law. That the 
accused is in court is sufficient to require 
him to answer the indictment against him. 

The United States Supreme Court, in 119 

U.S, 436, held that a person who commits 
a crime in the United States, and flees to a 
foreign country to escape ptinishment there- 
for, does not thereby acquire in the latter 
country a right of asylum in which he will 
be protected by virtue of an extradition 
treaty between the two countries. And 
hence, if a fugitive criminal be abducted 
forcibly from a foreign country to which he 
has escaped, and brought back to the Unit- 
ed States for trial, without invoking the aid 
of an extradition treaty under which he 
might have been extradited, he cannot set 
up @ plea to the jurisdiction on the ground 
that he has been deprived, without due proe- 
ess of law, of a right of asylum secured 
him by the treaty. 
State vs. Brewster, 7 Vt. 118, it was 
that an offender who had escaped to 
Canada and had been brought back against 
his will and without the assent of the Ca- 
nadian authorities, might be tried and pun- 
ished for the offense committed in the Unit- 
ed States, 
In People vs. Rowe, 4 Park, Crim. Rep. 
(N. Y. Superior Ct.) 253, it was held that 
the forcible abduction of a fugitive from 
another State might constitute an offense 
against the dignity of the government from 
whose territory the prisoner was taken, and 
might render the persons guilty of the ab- 
duction Hable to the prisoner for the viola- 
tion of his right of personal liberty; but 
the former wrong is one for which the for- 
eign government alone can complain, and 
neither it nor the trespass. against the pris- 
oner’s right of personal liberty can be set 
up by the prisoner as a defense to a prose- 
cution in the court te which he has. been 
forcibly brought. 

The gentleman who urged the State De- 
partment to interfere with and prevent the 
execution of the sentence of the Deming 
court said: “The blood is too hot in New 
Mexico to be judicially fair towards Mex- 
icans accused of crimes and especially of 
atrocities.” 2 

Hot blood at Villa’s outrages does credit 
to New Mexicans. It would gratify the 
country if President Wilson's blood corpus- 
cles could be warmed up a little. |
